I’m really not 
sure what the surgeon is going to 
do, but whatever it is it has to be 
done.” Goss said in a phone con- 
versation from his Hartland, Mich- 
igan, home. ''I'll be hospitalized 
for three or four days. | won't 
know how long I'll be sidelined 
until after the operation, but | hope 
it's not for long.” 








The AMA recently announced it will 
not approve for professional dirt track 
competition any newly submitted, 
single-cylinder engine with displace- 
ment exceeding 600cc. All previously 
approved single-cylinder dirt track 
engines in excess of 600cc still are 
approved, but must be restricted by 
the mandatory use of 38mm carbure- 
tors. Effective January 1, 1987, no 
single-cylinder engine exceeding 
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600cc will-be allowed at any AMA, 
professional dirt wack competition. 
Any currently approved single-cylin- 
der engine may be sleeved up or down 
to meet 600cc displacement require- 
ments. When converting an engine, 
the stroke may not be altered; origi- 
nal approved crankcase, cylinder and 
cylinder heads may be altered, but 
not replaced; bore, not stroke, may be 
changed to achieve maximum dis- 
placement; an additional .045 over- 
bore is permissible. 


Scott Pearson, who finished sec- 
ond at the Houston Short Track 
opener, has been riding with new 
California resident Bubba Shobert. 
Shobert, who didn’t make the 
main, later said he rode like a peli- 
can. Later, when asked about Sho- 
bert in the post-race press confer- 
ence, Pearson said "Bubba rode 
like he had five tons on his should- 
ers tonight. I've been riding with 
him and he's been right on, but 
tonight he looked like a pelican.” 
A pelican? 


The television show The Supercharg- 
ers was filming both races at the Feb- 
ruary 1-2 running of the AMA/Camel 
Pro Series opener and round two of 
the Nippondenso Supercross Series 
in the Houston Astrodome. Former 
Grand National Champion Gene 
Romero was doing the color work for 
the short track while Warren Reid 
did the same for the supercross.

Eklund wins 
Astrodome opener 


Harley-Davidson-mounted Steve Eklund in- 
serted himself into the AMA record books 
with his fifth career National short track win 


in the 1986 AMA Grand National Cham- 


pionship/Camel Pro Series 
opener in the Houston Astro- 
dome. Eklund stalked the sur- 
prising first-year Expert Aaron 
Hill for 12 laps before taking the lead 
that he held fo tlie finish.’ : "-: *:- 


It was a northern California sweep 
in Texas as Eklund’s neighbors Scott 
Pearson and Chris Carr followed him 
home for second and third place, 
respectively. The win placed Eklund 
in a tie with Kenny Roberts for the 
most career Nationalshort track wins. 


Ae 
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The win also bounced the 30-year- 
old Eklund back from his three-year 
drought without a National win and 
he did it in the same site as his last 
win — in the Astrodome. For Hill, 
his rookie outing started strong, but 
ended on lap 15 when he crashed 
while chasing Eklund. 

One of the surprises of the season 
opener came from the man who dom- 
inated the 1985 season — Bubba Sho- 
bert. The defending Grand National 
Champion suffered a dismal night. 
What ever could go wrong, did go 
wrong for the Texan. Shobert fin- 
ished third in his heat, had the clutch 
go out in the semi, crashed in the Last 
Chance Qualifier, and finally fin- 
ished fourth in the restart. But it all 
added up to watching the National 
from the stands and no points in 
defense of his title. It just wasn’t Sho- 
bert's night. “After the crash the front 
wouldn't steer right," Shobert said. 
“The forks were bent. I just rode like 
a pclican tonight." 

Also missing from the action were 
last year's short track winner Randy 
Goss and Ricky Graham. Goss entered 
the hospital on January 29 to undergo 
an operation on his lower left leg 
which he broke at the San Jose Mile 
in 1984. Graham was also on the 
mend from having a hand operation. 
Qualifying 

Texan Sammy Sweet and his Pyra- 
mid Builders/Harley-Davidson of 
North Texas/Tsubaki/Kal-Gard- 
sponsored Harley dominated time 
trials by posting a 13.860-second lap 
— the only rider to break into the 
13-second range. Alex Jorgensen was 
next after turning a 14.002 lap on his 
Wood-Rotax, followed by Hill at 
14.008 and Jonathan Cornwell on a 
Harley at 14.017. 

Mississippi's Jeff Cooper rounded 
out the field as the 71: entries were 
trimmed to 60. Six 10-man heats, two 
semis and a Last Chance Qualifier 
put 15 riders in the National. 


Heats 


Sweet continued to be the fastest 
rider on the Astrodome track in the 
opening 10-lap heat race. The young 
Texan grabbed the holeshot in front 
of a small crowd estimated at around 
4000: people, but was passed by: Pete 
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Hames (Gardner Racing/Arai) and 
the Ron Wood Racing/Shoei/RS 
Taichi/H-D Motor Co.-sponsored 
Carr as the three exited turn two 
together. Sweet regained control of 
the lead before the end of lap two 
while Carr and Hames continued to 
do battle. Meanwhile, Minnesota's 
Peter Hook was holding down fourth 
place. 

On the fifth lap, Carr got off the 
groove in turns three and four, but 
quickly regained his composure to 
get back around Hames. On lap nine, 
1985 Junior National Champion 
Brian Atherton crashed in turn four 
to put himself out of the program for 
the rest of the night. Sweet held his 
lead to the finish with Carr getting 
the better of Hames. Hook and Keith 
Day took the two transfers to the semi 
with their fourth- and fifth-place fin- 
ishes. With the smoothest track of the 
night, Sweet's 10-lap time of 2:16.490 
wouldn't be bettered. 

Dan Ingram and his Griswold Rac- 
ing/Bell/K&N/Barnett/Diamond 
Chain-sponsored Harley-Davidson 
came into the Dome fresh off a second- 
place overall finish in the Indoor Pro 
Ice Racing Series and he used the 
early season experience to grab the 
lead in turn one of heat two. The 
Harley-mounted rider was followed 
at the end of lap one by Freddie Spen- 
cer/SuperTrapp Racing Team rider 
Doug Chandler, Rich King and Don 
Estep. Jorgensen trailed in fifth. 

King and Chandler started to mix 
things up on laps two through four, 
but on lap five both Estep and King 
had gotten by the Californian. Mean* 
while, Jorgy was also on the move 
and on lap seven, he too, passed the 
fading Chandler. The top four closed 
together on the final go-arounds, but 
Ingram held on for the win over 
King, Estep and Jorgensen. Chandler 
finished fifth. 

Terry Poovey, Rodney Farris and 
Jon Champlin jumped the start of 
heat three and were sent back to the 
third row for the restart. Hill grabbed 
the holeshot into turn one, but Jay 
Springsteen clipped Harley teammate 
Scott Parker’s back wheel and crashed 
hard, bringing out the first red flag of 
the night. 

Springer was unhurtand made the 
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Bruce Johnson took his Rotax to the win in the Junior National after 
taking the lead on lap six. Jon Munez finished second. 


restart. Butch Brandon grabbed the 
holeshot on his Rotax. It was short- 
lived, however, as Hill flew by to lead 
the first lap. Brandon held second 
over Parker, Springer and Nickie 
Fontana. Parker got by Brandon on 
lap two and Springsteen followed 
suit by diving under Brandon in turn 
one to start the fifth lap. 

Hill was steadily pulling away 
from Parker while Poovey had moved 
up to challenge Springer for third. 
The order stayed the same to the fin- 
ish with Hill and Parker going directly 
to the main, and Springsteen and 
Poovey advancing to a semi. 

William Davis, Billy Herndon, 
Pearson and Cornwell jumped the 
gun and were sent to the third row on 
the first attempt to start heat four. 
The second attempt saw Ronnie Jones 
getting punished despite a verbal 
protest and only two riders, Fran 
Brown and Steve Morehead, remained 
on the front row. 

When the light turned green it was 
Morehead with the holeshot, followed 
by Brown and, surprisingly, Jones. 
On the second lap, Brown snuck by 
Morehead, with Jones and Cornwell 
in pursuit. Brown opened the biggest 
heat race lead of the night by the 
ninth lap over Morehead. Jones, 
meanwhile, lost his hold on third to 
Cornwell as the Canadian squeezed 
by in turn three; Pearson finished 
fifth. In addition to the win, Brown 
had established that the high line was 
beginning to work the best. 

Rookie Winkie Freitas timed the 
light perfectly to lead heat number 
five into turn one. Eklund was fourth, 
but quickly shot into second by the 
end of the first lap. Tim Mertens had 
his Honda in third place as Rusty 
Gourley slid out while exiting turn 
four. Eklund moved into position to 
challenge Freitas and began to seri- 
ously work on the Rotax-mounted 
rookie. 

On lap seven the hard work paid 
@ff as Eklund — using a high line 
going in and squaring it off — put 
his Greg Crow-tuned, Gardner Rac- 
ing/ Arai-sponsored Harley in the lead 
coming out of turn four. Tom Mait- 
land finished third with Mertens 
fourth and Lance Jones fifth.

in hand. Johnson recovered from his 
crash in second but was passed before 
the finish by supercross points leader 
David Bailey. Honda’s Johnny 
O'Mara, injured knee and all, fin- 
ished fourth, while Yamaha's Broc 
Glover finished fifth. 

For Ward the win was sweet — it 
came two weeks following the Ana- 
heim opener, where Ward didn’t score 
any points duc to a broken throttle 
cable. "It feels really good," said 
Ward afterwards. “I’m still right in 
there, but I've got a lot of work ahead 
of me, and I know I can do it." 

The finish of thc 125cc Pro-Am 
race was just as, if not more, dra- 
matic. Yamaha-mounted Bader Man- 
neh led from the drop of the gate up 
until the final lap of the race. With 
Honda rider Willie Surratt no more 
than five bikelengths behind, Man- 
neh misjudged the same triple jump 
that caught Johnson and landed short. 
The sharp impact ripped the han- 
dlebars out of Manneh’s hands, caus- 
ing him to crash. Surratt cruised by 
and took the checkered flag two turns 
later. Manneh recovered to finish 


third. 


Heats 

On what was considered, by many 
of the riders, one of the toughest 
Supercross tracks ever, the day’s rac- 
ing began with the start of the first 
heat, which starred Ward. Ward blast- 
ed out of the starting gate and jammed 
imto the lead ahead of Suzuki rider 
Jeff Frisz, Honda support rider Jeff 
Leisk, Steve Burdette (Suz) and Yama- 
ha's Jim Holley. 

During the first lap, Holley stuffed 
Leisk in a turn for second, then took 
care of Frisz. Shortly after, Leisk 
snuck by Frisz on the inside over a 
jump for third. Leisk then set after 
Holley and passed him. Ward won 
the moto 23 seconds ahead of Leisk, 
Holley and Frisz. 

The second heat race saw Rick 


Ryan (Kaw) grab the holeshot ahead | 


of Kawasaki’s Ron Lechien and 
Yamaha’s Broc Glover. By the second 
lap, Lechien and Glover were 1-2, 
while Honda rider Guy Cooper moved 
into third. Lechien and Glover quick- 
ly pulled away as they dueled. Glover 
made his move while exiting a fast 
turn, going wide of Lechien. Glover 
grabbed a handful of throttle and the 
bike almost slid out from underneath 
him, as he shot past Lechien.

feet for the start of the 20-lap main, 
which consisted of 21 riders. John- 
son, who isn't known for his great 
starts, captured the holeshot like he 
did in Anaheim, but this time, Ward 
was glued to his rear fender. After 
Ward came Holland, Storbeck, 
O'Mara, Glover and Bailey. Johnson 
and Ward began pulling away from 
the rest of the field, while Bailey 
started working his way up to the 
front. By the third lap, Bailey was 
third, but a long ways behind the 
Johnson/Ward duel for the lead. 
Other notables such as O’ Mara, Glov- 
er, Kehoe and Lechien were fifth, 
sixth, 10th and 11th. 

By the fourth lap, Johnson was 
noticeably pulling away from Ward, 
while Bailey followed, eight seconds 
back in third.

Johnson picked up his Honda and 
re-entered the race in third, five sec- 
onds behind Ward, and a few bike- 
lengths ahead of Bailey. A few laps 
later, Bailey moved to the outside of 
Johnson over a double jump and 
passed his teammate. Bailey found 
seven seconds separating himself from 
Ward and quickly start narrowin 
that gap. However, Ward controlle 
everything, and he knew the race was 
nearing the end, so he backed off the 
pace just enough to finish a bike- 
length ahead of Bailey. Johnson fin- 
ished third while O'Mara and Glover 
followed.

each time. I guess I shouldn’t have 
done it on the last lap."

The race’s California loop, a rough 
115-mile section that began adjacent 
to State Highway 62 near Vidal Junc- 
tion, took riders over lava rock piles, 
through rocky washes, up a high- 
speed, power line road known as 
Thunder Alley, and past the World 
War II waining grounds for Gen. 
George S. Patton’s tank corps. 

After completing the initial sec- 
tion of the course, riders loaded up 
their bikes, took them across the 
Colorado River, and ran back-to- 
back laps on the 101-mile loop that 
made up the Arizona section. The 
final half of the race took riders 
through a sandy wash, past corrals, 
ranches, an abandoned mining town, 
and a rugged canyon wall. In all, the 
course led 46 motorcycle riders and 
411 total entries — only 14 short of 
the maximum allowed — over 317 
miles of rough, unforgiving desert 
terrain. 

Neither high-speed fire roads, nor 
slow-speed rock piles hampered the 
Smith/ Ashcraft effort. Their victory 
marked the third consecutive year the 
duo has claimed thc two-whecl title 
at SCORE's Parker 400. The win also 
marked Smith's third major desert 
victory in recent months. He won the 
annual AMA D-37 Barstow-to-Vegas 
Hare & Hound in late November, and 
claimed Whiskey Pete's World Cham- 
pionship Hare & Hound III in 
January. 

Husqvarna-mounted Jonas Par 
Gaff was flagged away as the first 
official competitor at 6:25 a.m. Smith 
began the ride for Husqvarna s fac- 
tory team, starting 11th behind Par 
Gaff in a field of 14 Open class 
motorcycles. By the time he reached 


Thunder Alley, Smith had'passed the 


field and held a slim lead over second- 
running Phil Means. “Everything 
went real well for me," Smith said. “I 
had a bad starting position, but there 
was no dust and I passed everyone.” 
When he reached Thunder Alley, 
Smith surrendered his motorcycle to 
Ashcraft. 

"When Dan gave me the bike, we 
were in the lead," Ashcraft said. 
"About two miles up Thunder Alley 
the Means brothers got past us. We 
both pitted in Thunder Alley. I got 
out (of the pits) behind them, and five 
or six miles later, in the rocks, I 
passed them back. I never saw them 
again." Ashcraft finished the loop in 
first place, powering his big Husq- 
varna 500 Cross Country across, the 
finish line approximately four min- 
utes ahead of the Means brothers’ 
Honda. 

Scott Morris, who was teamed with 
Daryl Folks, both of Las Vegas, Nev- 
ada, led 250cc class riders into the 
first California checkpoint, but Stroud 
jumped into the lead in the final 
stages to finish first by the end of the 
loop. Guy Kibbe set the early pace in 
the 125cc division, and went on to 
finish the loop in top position. Jim 
Fishback was the first Over 30 rider 
through checkpoint one, and George 
Erl led competitors in the Over 38 
division. 

Smith increased the pace for the 
Husqvarna team when competition 
resumed on the other side of the 
Colorado River. He reached check- 
point two in Arizona with a six- 
minute advantage over Phil Means, 
and held the edge until the end of the 
loop, where Ashcraft took over. A few 
minutes later, Ashcraft was picking 
himself, and his motorcycle, up off 
the ground. 

"When I started the last Arizona 
loop, I got only two miles up the 
wash, and hit a rock," said Ashcraft. 
“It put a big ding in the front rim. I 
did about an 80 mph handstand in 
the sand wash. That really shook me 
up; it took me a while to recover. 
Later I kept catching three-wheel 
guys who wouldn't move over. This 
onc guy who wouldn't move got 
squirrely and went wide into a turn. 
He threw up some rocks at me and 
busted my visor." Once Ashcraft got 
around the Al Vs, he easily motored 
to the finish line, where Smith 
patiently was standing, waiting for 
his partner to take the win. 

Phil and Jimmy Means managed 
to finish second in spite of numerous 


' problems. “I started the race,” Jim

said. “Coming out of Rice I broke a 
front fork. It wasn't broken, but it 
was loose. Going up Thunder Alley I 
passed Dan Ashcraft. At the top of 
Thunder Alley, my brother got on. I 
told him to bring it 1n the best he 
could, and he only lost a minute to 
Ashcraft. We fixed the fork during 
the change (from the California loop 
to the Arizona loop). Phil got a flat 
midway through the second lap on 
the Arizona side. He rode it on 1n. We 
lost a little time, but we couldn't 
have caught Smith and Ashcraft. We 
couldn't change our tire because we 
couldn't get our truck out there.” 

Stroud and Strang pulled off the 
win in thc 250cc class, even though 
Strang bailed off hard whilerunning 
the first Arizona loop. He was out of 
comunission for several minutes. 
"Chris went down hard and broke 
the left sidecase. I didn't even know it 
was broken until I finished the race," 
Stroud said. "He went down in a rock 
pile, and said he was down for about 
[ive minutes. 

Second place 250cc honors went to 
John Marking and Ron Desrosiers 
(KTM); third place trophies were 
taken home by Chris Chambers and 
brother Jeff (Hon); fourth place was 
claimed by Mike Eckardt/Kevin Has- 
ten (Hon); and fifth went to David 
Callaway. 

Guilbeau turned up the wick in 
Arizona, and passed California loop- 
winner Kibbe in the 125cc class. Guil- 
bcau finished Arizona's double loop 
with a four minute lead over Kibbe, 
who was teamed with Sean Bradley. 
The team of John Braash and Brett 
Howell (Kaw) was listed in third 
place in early, unofficial results, but 
later was disqualified by the Bureau 
of Land Management (BLM) for rid- 
ing off the marked course. With 
Braash's disqualification, third place 
honors went to Wes Enz and Jimmy 
Rivers (Kaw). Lori Farmer and partner 
Diane Holeman (Hon) took fourth; 
Duane Summers finished fifth. 

In the Over 30 division, the Harris/ 
Sones team took the win with a nine- 
minute advantage over Scott Ander- 
son. Luis Zarata and Enrique Torres 
nabbed third; Neil Manninen/Gary 
Covington (Hus) took fourth, and 
early leaders Jim Fishback/Mike 
Sixbery (Hon) finished fifth, after 
suffering mechanical problems. 
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Erl hung onto his early lead to take 
the win in the Over 38 class. Ron 
Gray (Hus) soloed to second; Wayne 
Cornelius/Gary Nolen (Hus) finished 
third; James Adler took fourth, and 
Peter Bormanis/Pat Rice (KTM) 
claimed fifth. 

Motorcycle jumper Gary Wells, 
who finished fourth in the Open 
class teamed with former Expert dirt 
tracker Bob Russell, accused several 
top finishers of cutting the course. 

"I know Chris Crandall cut the 
course — I saw him,” Wells said 
immediately after the race. “He's a 
good rider, but it’s B.S. to cheat — 
there’s no reason for it. All the fast 
guys seem to do it, but nobody talks 
about it. Team Husky does it. The 
factories are paying people off, so 
nobody says anything. Crandall cuta 
quarter-mile off the course. He fin- 
ished two positions ahead of us. That's 
ridiculous. I think the guy should be 
disqualitied — it’s just not right." 

Crandall originally was listed third 
in unofficial results, but later was 
disqualified by the BLM for cutting 
the course, according to SCORE offi- 
cials. Other riders, especially the fac- 
tory team riders who won the race, 
were critical of Wells’ comments. 

“With all of the stink with the 
BLM, I'd think everyone would be 
afraid to get off the course," Smith 
said. “SCORE had so many check- 
points, a lot more than usual, it made 
every body stay fair. I don’t know why 
he had to say that; he was nowhere 
near any Husky guy.” 

“We had to stay on the course be- 
cause there's always an airplane above 
us,’ said Ashcraft. "Where you re 
leading, you have to stay on the course. 
I think the guy just want to cause 
trouble.”

The Right Line 


By Paul Carruthers 





For the motorcycle enthusiast 
with any kind of soft spot in 
their heart for history, the film 
The Right Line is a classic.

ductions of Torrance, California, the 


28-minute video provides rare, high- 
quality footage of virtually every kind 
of racing action from the late 1950s 
and early 1960s. 

The film is billed as an introduc- 
tion to the sport of motorcycle rac- 
ing, but it is much more. It begins 
with road racers wheeling their mo- 
torcycles to the grid for the West 
German Grand Prix at Solitude when 
narrator Graham Walker tells us that 
before we can race in the GPs we 
must start with first trials and then 
scrambles (motocross). 


The scene switches quickly to the 
Scottish Six-Day Trial with old stars, 
such as Peter Gurney and Gordon 
Blakeway, and old bikes riding dab- 
free (or as Walker says it, “without 
foot-slogging") through tricky sec- 
tions high in the Scottish mountains. 

Motocross greats from the past are 
then shown racing in the British 
Grand Prix at Hawkstone Park. Tank- 
slapping their way around the hilly, 
dusty track, not even Sten Lundin on 
his Monark or Bil Nilson can make 
riding the big, short-travel, four- 
strokes look easy. 

Following the motocross footage, 
the scene switches to the next level for 
the beginning racer, a club road race 
at Cadwell Park; lesser quality riders 
on lesser quality bikes are shown cir- 
culating the small track. The work- 
shop of road racing great Bob McIn- 
tyre, who in 1957 on a 500cc Gilera 
became the first man to lap the 37- 
mile, Isle of Man TT at over 100mph, 
is the next stop tor The Right Line. 
After a brief tuning session, McIntyre 
is shown doing practice laps at Oul- 
ton Park, in England, on his AJS; 
ironically, McIntyre was killed at 
Oulton on a Norton in August of 
1962. 

In what must be a first, an on-bike 
camera, shown first from a behind 
the rider viewpoint and then from a 
rider's view, provides incredible foot- 
age of the pudding-basin-helmet-clad 
McIntyre putting the big four-stroke 
through its paces. 

The narrow Oulton Park track, 
later to be a venue for the England vs. 
U.S.A. Transatlantic series, 1s shown 
in its early, tree-lined days without 
haybales or any of today's safety pre- 
cautions. This was 1n the hey-day of 
Grand Prix racing — when factory 
participation was at its greatest, pit- 
ting the big MVs against the Gileras, 
Hondas, Nortons, AJS, etc. When 
McIntyre pulls in from his on-track 
practice session, his sponsor/mechan- 
ic Allister King 1s ready to work while 
wearing a suit and tie. Classical stuff. 

Walker's very-British commentary 
adds a lot to the film. His English 
accent adds another dimension to the 
film and careful listening will pick 
up his clever sense of humor. After 
McIntyre's practice session, the scene 
moves to what was the biggie, the Isle 
of Man and the famous TT races. 

The start of the Junior TT has 
John Surtees on the factory MV, 
McIntyre on his AJS, MV pilot John 
Hartle and a young Mike Hailwood 
on another AJS. Footage of the 350s 
hurtling down Bray Hill and flying 
off Balaugh Bridge add an eerie di- 
mension to the film. This was when 
winning the TT was regarded as 
highly as winning the World Cham- 
pionship, and was often thc most 
pivotal round of the series. This was 
when road racing was really road 
racing. 

The film closes with the return to 
racing action at Solitude and thc 
German GP; several laps are shown 
with Gary Hocking on the factory 
MV leading the pack.

That unmistakable, horrendous scraping of 
metal and fiberglass on tarmac accompanied 
the 500cc Yamaha as it slid across the Paul 
Ricard circuit at 100 mph. The bike came to 


rest a sorry sight, lying on its 
side in the slowly settling dust. 

Fortunately, it was not the 
genuine Christian Sarron Ger- 


man Grand Prix-winning OWSI that 
had fallen but rather an RD500 Sar- 
ron Replica road bike. But it still 
served as a reminder of how easily 
mistakes can be made. 

The OWSI itself was certainly not 
a machine to take liberties with. As 
you would suspect, a machine that 
carried Sarron to one grand prix win 
and Eddie Lawson to three has so 
much power that it puts all others 
except Freddie Spencer's NSR500 
Honda to shame. Comparing it with 
my recent experience on the works 
Suzukis of McElnea and Uncini, it is 
in a different class. Even against the 
NS500 Honda I rode last year, the 
Yamaha had marginally more grunt. 


In truth, I would be lying 1f I sug- 
gested that it was possible to feel any 
small numerical peak power advan- 
tage that the Yamaha has, but the 
difference in midrange power 1s there. 
The Yamaha is very strong from low 
down, yet there is still a very notice- 
able kick between 8000 and 8500 rpm. 
At first, this makes the bike harsh to 
ride, but it is surprisingly easy to 
keep the engine running between 
9000 and 11,000 rpm, helped by a very 
close-ratio gearbox uscd for the short- 
ened Ricard circuit. 

The V-four has a bore and stroke of 
56 by 50.6mm and draws air and fuel 
through two twin-choke, flat-slide 
Mikuni carbs, giving four venturi of 
either 34 or 35mm diameter depending 
on the circuit. The induction is direct 
into the crankcascs through four sets 
of reed valves, and the two pressed 
cranks have four roller bearings each. 


The OW81 engine is nestled in a twin-spar aluminum frame and features 


reed-valve induction. 








The cylinders have five wansfer ports 
and new for this year were the boost 
ports either side of the main exhaust 
ports. The guillotine valve varies the 
port height to give the engine flexi- 
bility, but the sudden opening of the 
guillotine helps produce the power 
surge between 8000 and 9500 rpm. 
Sarron wants the factory to develop a 
more gradually opening valve by 
developing the electronics that con- 
trol the electric motor. 

The engine was only part of the 
impressive package offered by the 
190-mph motorcycle. It had the most 
ncutral stecring feel of any machine I 
have ridden. It had that perfect balance 
of no-effort steering without falling 
into corners like so many racers seem 
to do before you get used to them and 
ride harder. 

The Yamaha has not reached this 
point of steering perfection by chance. 
I rode the earlier, 1983 disc-valve V- 
four, and that was a bit of a monstros- 
ity by comparison, a real pain to 
change direction from left to right, 
stable through fast corners but very 
heavy. The 1985 version seemed no 
less stable, but was as light as you 
could wish for from a 500cc. Its only 
slight minus was a perceptible ten- 
dency to stand up while braking into 
a corner, but the Yamaha was nowhere 
near as bad as Uncini's aluminum- 
framed Suzuki in this respect. 

Like the Suzuki, the head angle 
can be altered and on the Yamaha 
this is accomplished by changing the 
top and bottom bearing holders in 
the generous steering-head section. 
The French squad steepened the steer- 
ing head for circuits like LeMans and 
Assen where Sarron thought that he 
needed the bike to steer in quicker 
and did not minda slight lessening of 
high-speed stability. The team pre- 
ferred to change the head angle rather 
than alter the offset 1n the triple 
clamps and hence the trail. 

Even Sarron, riding his machine a 
few light-years faster than I, had little 
to complain about. “I have asked that 
for next year they make the power 
more progressive between 8000 and 
8500 because, unlike Eddie Lawson, I 
sometimes like to use this power in 
the middle of the corner. We also 
need a little more topend power be- 
cause the four-cylinder Honda has a 
slight edge. We have better accelera- 
tion than the three-cylinder Hondas 
even 1f there is not that much differ- 
ence in the top speed. Where the 
threes do seem to have an advantage 
is that they are easier to get through 
the corners — they have slightly less 
power, so they are easier to ride.” 

Another improvement Sarron 
would like to see has more to do with 
his stature than the bike as he wants a 


smaller, shorter tank that will allow 
him to gct his slight weight further 
over the front wheel and keep it on 
the ground more. Even with my 
heavier build, the Yamaha was keen 
to wheelie though I was cautious 
enough to keep any front-wheel ris- 
ing low, and well in control. I needed 
all the steering control available; the 
Yamaha lunged towards the next 
corner so fast that straights shrunk 
into bouts of gear changing leading 
almost instantly to a firm grab for the 
front brake. This called on the twin 
Brembo-four-piston calipers to im- 
pinge upon the 12.6-inch steel rotors 
and haul down the Yamaha with a 
superb balance of effortless power 
and confidence-inspiring feel. Natu- 
rally, the non-anti-dive forks sunk 
rapidly as all the weight went onto 
them but without creating the feeling 
that the bike was running on its nose. 
Earlier 500cc Yamahas have had anti- 
dive systems, but they spent almost 
all their time adjusted to zero and the 
factory has now concentrated on im- 
proving the springing and damping 
control in the forks, which is often 
upset by damping-restrictive anti- 
dive systems. 

The OW81 Yamaha forks have 
separate adjustment for compression 
and rebound damping. I he compres- 
sion 1s adjusted by turning a knob on 
the back of the lower fork leg to one 
of the 11 positions. The rebound 1s 
altered by a knob on the top of thc 
fork, with 10 positions. There are two 
fork springs within the legs and the 
preload can be adjusted but the team 
does not vary the amount of fork oil. 

The rear suspension 1s cared for by 
a single Ohlins shock using coil 
spring and Nitrogen to look after the 
springing and a knob on the top of 
the left fork leg allows the rider to 
adjust the spring preload in mid- 
flight. These special units are expen- 
sive and while Lawson had his in 
1984, Sarron and Roche only acquired 
similar versions at the Belgian Grand 
Prix this year, halfway through the 
season. Lawson uses his not only to 
set the bike up during practice but to 
compensate during the race. As the 
fuel gets used up, he can back off the 
preload for the peas bike and if the 
tire starts to go away, he can make life 
easier by softening the suspension 
a fraction. 

The top of the suspension unit is’ 
mounted in the frame, forward of the 
scat, and the ride height can be altered 
by winding the mounting up and 
down. The unit runs down through 
the middle of the swingarm to a 
rocker arm that pivots on the frame 
and is connected to the swingarm via

Due to the 
continuing rain and cold affecting 
track. conditions, Croom promoter 
Randy Yoho elected to award the 
purse, trophies and contingencies 
based on one moto of racing. 
McElroy, who was a pre-race favor- 
ite in the Winter AMA prior to 
wrenching his knee at the Gaincsville 
opener, returned to action at Croom 
in the 125cc Pro/Am class. Canadian 
Marc Coburn led the moto but 
dumped his holeshot in the slime on 
the fourth jump. Kenny Bollmeier, 
Bruce Buerk, and Timothy Brill were 
up front in the hunt, while Kenny 
Keylon and Ross Pederson fared worse 
in the start and were forced to charge 
through the pack from the rear.

Shury, Campbell 
tops at Anaheim

Brent Shury (FMF/Bell/J17 
Hunter/Hon) and Todd Camp- 
bell were the top Pros at the 
California Racing Club's moto- 
cross at Anaheim Stadium that took 
place Sunday under clear skies and 
excellent track conditions. Over 500 
entries, with riders from all over Cali- 
fornia as well as Arizona, Texas, New 
Mexico, Nevada, Oregon, Nebraska 
and even Massachusetts, came to race 
the same course that international 
stars fought with just the night before. 
Riders from the smallest to the larg- 
est put on an eight-hour racing show. 

Shury had a two-moto fight with 
Dan Berg and his Power Pro's Honda 
in the 500cc Pro race. Shury started 
moto one in the lead, gave 1t briefly to 
Berg, took it back and won. In moto 
two, Berg got holeshot, but Shury 
was hot on his trail and soon passed 
him for the lead. Shury was not about 
to give it back, but Berg wanted it. 
They fought to the finish, but Shury 
hung on for the win and the overall. 

Campbell's road to the 250cc Pro 
overall win was not an easy one, as 
two bad starts hampered his efforts. 
Terry Fowler, on a Fox/Maxima/ 
Scou Kawasaki, aced the start of 
moto one and went straight for the 
win. Campbell was last off the line, 
but by midrace, had scraped his way 
to second and finished there. 

Mark Decker holeshot the second 
moto with Fowler too close behind 
for Decker’s comfort. Campbell was 
back somewhere around fifth, work- 
ing his way up. Before long, he was 
in second and fogging the back of 
Decker’s helmet. Campbell bullied 
his way into the lead just as lap two 
ended and was gone for the win and 
top money. Decker stumbled a little 
on his wake and Fowler took the 
opportunity to pass for second. Decker 
could not get it back and finished 
third. 

Campbell also stole the show in 
the 125cc contests, winning both 
motos on his Pro Cycle/Z Racing/MS 
Racing/Scott-sponsored KTM. Com- 
ing off the moto-one line in second, 
he blasted into the lead with a midair 
pass over the “David Bailey” doubles 
and never looked back. That was a 
good thing, because Bryan Bruner on 
a KMC Lancer Kawasaki from Scotts- 
dale, Arizona, got very close a couple 
of times and only needed a tiny break 
to move up. Campbell was not mak- 
ing mistakes and took the moto easily. 


Brun r. gor the holeshot- in mato 
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two and Campbell was at the'back of 
the pack looking for air. Within half 
a lap, Campbell was in second and 
closing fast on Bruner. As they started 
lap three, Campbell once more punch- 
ed the afterburner and flew past Brun- 
er over the doubles. Campbell has a 
very efficient style, staying low over 
jumps, not wasting air time. When 
he took the second moto win and the 
first place money, he did allow him- 
self one style jump at the finish. 

There was an incredible amount of 
position swapping and inconsistent 
finishes in the two divisions of the 
125cc Intermediates. With the top 
nine from each division going to the 
final, it was anyone’s guess who 
might win. Chad Smart got the hole- 
shot and looked like he might pull 
away. Rob Hermanek was on him 
immediately and the pressure rattled 
Smart right off the track in the third 
turn and dropped him way back. By 
this time Jason Neuman was up in 
second and he passed Hermanek in 
the middle of lap three. Troy Welty 
had a bad start, coming off the line 
almost last. He rode furiously and 
^ worked his way to third by lap four. 
Now it was Hermanek who felt the 
pressure and tangled with a haybale. 
While Hermanek was recovering, 
Welty blew past but did not have 
enough time to catch Neuman. Neu- 
man took the overall and Welty got 
second. 


The 125cc Beginners and Novices 
both had a pair of qualifiers and a 
final. Beginner Mike Loftus had a 
second and two firsts, but the last first 
is the onc that gave him first overall 
Beginner. Justin Souza ran second to 
Loftus in the qualifiers and wound 
up there in the final as well. The best 
that Novice Guy Deckert could do in 
the qualifiers was third, but in the 
final, he hit the gate full-on and 
flashed to the finish and the win. Sev- 
eral riders tried to stay with him and 
several crashed. At the end, David 
Noel had the best survival rate and 
took second overall 125cc Novice. 


The women of CRC have their 
own class for 1986 and, at Anaheim, 
they had the track for their race as 
well. Thea Gavin got the holeshot in 
moto one, but Gale "MX Mom” 
Webb slid past before the first lap was 
over to take the lead and the win. 
Gavin took second. Webb went wire- 
to-wire in moto two for a positive 
first overall in the Women’s class. 
Gavin was close behind for another 
second and second overall. 

In the 60cc race, an Intermediate, 
Jeff Dement of Nacogdoches, Texas, 
was the standout star. With a spec- 
tacular style, Dement literally flew to 
the lead in moto one and led all the 
way, despite desperate attempts by 
Expert Damon Huffman to get past. 
In moto two, Dement was in the lead 
from the drop of the gate and it took 
Huffman until the last 15 seconds to 
get past. Being in different classes, 
they both took firsts. 


The 80cc Stock Beginner class was 
the first of many with an entry large 
enough to require two qualifier motos 
with the top nine riders from each 
division going on toa winner take all 
final moto. It was almost unneces- 
sary to run the final. Jeff Griffin and 
Jason Miller controlled their division 
in the qualifiers and came back to 
finish 1-2 in the final, although Grif- 
fin had to overcome a bad start and 
claw his way to the lead and the win.

In the combined Vet/500cc Begin- 
ner race, Vet Expert Ken McAlister 
blew everyone away in both motos, 
even having time to lay down and 
inspect the track in moto onc. Vet 
Intermediate John Har also picked 
up a double to win overall in that 
class, as 500cc Beginner Dan Hall 
was right up in third overall in both 
motos for an easy win his class. 

Tom Smith took an immediate 
lead 1n moto one of the 500cc Novice 
racc, leaving Richie Taylor and Jim 
Ebbinga to fight for second.

Repeat top finishers from round 
one and multiple class winners 
were the staples of round two 
of the Suzuki/MotoWorld- 
sponsored AMA/AATVA National 
Arenacross Championship at Wheel- 
ing, West Virginia Civic Center. 

Over 3,000 spectators watched 300 
motorcycles race on the floor of the 
arena.

All three went 
head-to-head in the previous round 
and came into round two knowing 
what to expect. 

"You have to get used to the bike 
for a few laps before you can settle 
down into the groove,” said DeHoop.

“You have no time to recover,” 
added Griewe. Jones needed little 
time to circle the track and took the 
flag just ahead of DeHoop and 
Griewe.

Michael Fann proved that his ser- 
ies domination of the 65cc Mini div- 
ision is no fluke as he won both 65cc 
Mini motos and rode the same 60cc 
machine to a pair of second-place fin- 
ishes in Junior Mini racing to net top 
honors.

Brown, Ford top 
Salem ice

Current Ice National Cham- 
pion Scott Brown and North 
Amercian Champion Gary Ford 
started the new year off in fine 


style when they both captured main 
event wins during rounds one and 
two of die 1986 Suzuki World Cup Ice 
Speedway Series at the Salem Civic 
Center Arena in Salem, Virginia. 
The series, sponsored by Suzuki, Car- 
lisle, Hi-Point and Simpson Safety 
Equipment, made its annual return 
to the southern Virginia area, draw- 
ing riders from New York to Califor- 
nia and from Canada to Georgia. 
Fach evening included 20 heat races 
and a main event. 

After a night of closely contested 
heat races, four finalists lined up for 
the main event of round one. George 
Lazor drew the pole position, with 
Brown, Ford and Brian Daily filling 
out the gate. As they came to the line, 
Ford anticipated the gate a second 
too soon, and the tape caught on the 
metal studs of his front wheel. Ford, 
who had been undefeated on the 
evening, was excluded from the race, 
leaving the other three to battle for 
the championship. Lazor led the first 
lap, with Brown applying pressure 
the entire time. On lap two, Brown, 
riding a tight, inside linc, put a wheel 
underneath Lazor and pulled past on 
the front straight. Lazor wouldn’t 
give up, but Brown rode a [lawless 
final two laps for the overall round 
one win. 

Day two of ice racing saw Brown, 
Daily, Ford and Lazor back on the 
track together for the final heat race 
of round two. Brown, Ford and Lazor 
had been undefeated on the evening, 
and Daily had two wins and two 
seconds. Lazor and Ford moved off 
thc linc togcther, but both took wide 
lines in turns one and two, giving 
Brown the inside line. Brown moved 
out to a comfortable lead to finish 
perfect on the evening. 

For the main event, Brown drew 
the fourth position, with Steve Mar- 
tin, Lazor and Ford 1-2-3 on the gate. 
Lazor and Ford were off the gate in 
tandem, but Ford was not going to be 
denied the win two nights in a row. 
Ford broke to the inside on turn two 
and shut the door on Lazor as the two 


made contact: Lazor aggressively

The second moto found Yenerich 
in front from the gate.

Ott could only 
move to fourth after a first-turn slip 
and passed second overall to Wolf as 
they exchanged finishing positions. 
Wilson picked up the fourth place 
honors as Morris was still having 
traction problems.

a short aluminum arm. 

The back brake was there to help as 
well if you had the presence of mind 
to usc the small caliper and 8.7-1nch 
disc. Lawson hardly employs his, but 
Sarron goes through a set of rear pads 
every race. That is only a small part 
of the difference in styles between the 
two works Yamaha riders. Sarron’s 
style of riding frustrated Lawson on 
more than one occasion as the French 
rider would flash past approaching a 
corner and be in the way when the 
American wanted to be quicker in the 
middle of the turn. 

Sarron agreed that the styles were 
different. “I am fast into the corner 
and out of it, but in the middle Law- 
son is quicker. It is a style that was 
good enough to win me the 250cc 
World Championship and I will have 
to make the best of 1t on the 500cc, I 
cannot really change now.” Sarron 
does not hang off the machine as 
much as Mamola or Lawson, but 
this, he pointed out, 1s not always a 
disadvantage. “In the middle of the 
corner, it sometimes does slow me 
because if the machine is scraping on 
the road I cannot go any faster but in 
very fast corners I am better off because 
I create less wind resistance. I am bet- 
ter on the brakes, too, because it 1s not 
possible to brake so hard while you 
arc hanging right off to the rise of the 
bike." 

Scraping the fairing on the road 
was not one of my major problems, 
although the bike shod with the 
latest Michelin radials readily inspired 
enough confidence for some light- 
hearted knee scraping. Emulating 
Sarron's style was impossible, though, 
as being a good deal taller I stuck out 
all over the place and struggled to get 
down behind the screen. 

Above all, the OW81 never let me 
forget that it demanded caution. Open 
the throttle too quickly in the corner 
and the tire would let go, but the 
good carburetion helped control. So 
much power on tap left me wonder- 
ing at just how many riders there are 
capable of employing every ounce of 
it in any situation. There are many 
that are better than I but only a hand- 
ful who are really worth giving an 
OWSI to. Sarron finished third in the 
championship on his and asked for a 
200% increase in salary to ride the 1986 
version. The Gauloises Blondes team 
thought he was worth retaining and 
he has signed for next season even 
though he is candid about his chan- 
ces against Lawson and Spencer. 
“They are better riders than I am, but 
I am working as hard as I can to get 
better. I won one grand prix this year 
and, who knows? I might win more 
next season. I will be trying.” 

Lawson will also be mounted on 
whatever Yamaha produces as the 
replacement for the OW81, and it 
will probably not be a great deal dif- 
ferent. There will be many more V- 
fours in action and Randy Mamola 
will also be using one as part of the 
Kenny Roberts Lucky Strike team, 
but it is questionable whether Yamaha 
can produce and fully support 10 full 
works riders in the 500cc class as well 
as their new V-twin 250s and the 
Genesis Endurance racer. 

The 10 riders on 500s will include 
the two Marlboro Yamaha men led 
by Lawson, Sarron on the Gauloises 
machine, and the two Lucky Strike 
men. Some may have to be satisfied 
with the production V-fours, which 
Yamaha is making. There are said 
to be some 40 of them, close replicas 
of the OW81. If they are anything like 
as good as Sarron’s bike, they will be
